Experts Pronounce the 


Hot Water District 


a Wonder. 


The San Francisco News Letter of 


the 26th devotes considerable apace to 
an article on Steamboat Springs and 
Us outlook, owing to the rich gold 
find which promises to be a wonder. 
It states that some years ago U. S. 
geologists who camped at that point 
for some three months, In their report 
claimed that from the properties con- 
tained In the waters of those geysers 
that there could not be any doubt but 
that gold was being precipitated with- 
in thirty or forty feet from the sur- 
face. 
This claim was 
further sub- 


stantiated by geologists sent out from 
the California State University. 
At 


that time, the springs were spouting 
from thirty to forty feet in the air, 
the water being about 140 degrees. 


With the construction of the Sutro 


tunnel many of these springs became 
extinct and it was while boring for an 
extinci. spring that the discovery of the 
rich prospect was made. 
Owing to 


the ipeculiar formations into which he 
had run, Mr. Hopkins decided to have 
the rock assayed, the result being a 
value of $2,000 and over to the ton. 


Kvery bit of the property In this lo- 


cality is now staked out. Mr. Hop- 
kins and the Butters Brothers, who 
have made a fortune mining In South 
Africa, are at work with a force of 
men and machinery sinking shafts. 


The News Letter claims that in all

Even here 
io Nevada we know of one instance where a small 
federal office holder received a slip from the Ohio 
State Journal which contained a very broad hint for 
a contribution, and doubtless one of the same char- 
acter has been sent to most of the federal officials in 
the country. There iii a provision of the civil ser- 
vice law forbidding the sending of appeals for cam- 
paign funds to office holders, but this has been got- 
ten around by Hatma's committee in the manner 
above mentioned. 
The article on the slip calls at 


tention to the fact that a circular, which was sent 
om by the Ohio State Executive coinmitte two 
years ago for contributions, aroused so much criti- 
cism that none will be sent out this year. Then 
follows an interview with W. F. Burdell, treasurer 
of the Republican State finance committee iu which 
Mr. Burdell sa\b no begging circular will be sent 
out and continues: 


"We believe that Republicans thioughout the 


country realize the importance of this year's cam- 
paign in Ohio. 
A Democratic victory here would 


be in the light of a rebuke to the national and State 
administrations, and would seem to foreshadow 
the 


election of a Democratic house of representatives 
next year. 
It would mean that this State would be 


redistricted and the number of Democratic Con- 
gressmen from Ohio largely increased. 
Realizing 


the importance of this year's campaign, we feel sure 
tbat Republicans all over the country will gladly 
render their assistance without waiting for the for- 
mality of a letter from our committee. It is only 
necessary they should know that we will be glad of 
their help." 


No doubt the party iiiunagcis pluiue themselves 


upon their cleverness in thus whipping the devil 
around the stump, which is au actual defiance of 
the law.

THE TOBACCO TRUST WAR. 


T 


HE greatest battle for the control of an article 
of commerce ever known is now on between 


the Universal Tobacco Company and the Consoli- 
dated Tobacco Company of America, both Ameri- 
can trusts. The Universal Company has allied it- 
self with the Imperial Company of Great Britain 
which represents 90 per cent of the European tobac- 
co industry, and has a capital of $75,000,000 to fight 
the Consolidated Tobacco Company of American. 
Tbe president of the latter combine declares that 
he will capture the British trade in four years or 
lose $5,000,000 in the attempt. Perhaps the great- 
est general interest in this contest comes from the 
incidental statistics which show the vast amount of 
tobacco that goes up in smoke every year. These 
statistics show that the world's production of the 
weed each yt-ar is 850,000 tons, by far the greatest 
portion of which is used for smoking purposes. 


Although not a user of the weed, the late James 


G. lilaine always classified tobacco as "one of the 
necessaries of life." 
He maintained that its almost 


universal use by man, precluded all possibility of 
its being classed as a luxury. Regarding then, the 
products of tobacco as necessaries of life, the fight 
between the great trusts for the control of the trade 
assumes greater significance and importance. An- 
other interesting feature is that it tends in a meas- 
ure to verify the predictions of some of our econo- 
mists tLat the big trust will ultimately destroy each 
other. But the greatest source of wonderment is 
perhaps the fact that such a battle of giants should 
be incited by a plant which for thousands of years 
before the discovery of America, the people of the 
earth, outside of the western hemisphere knew not 
tbe existence of, but which has now become a 
world-wide solace to mankind and which requires 
more than two millions of acres of land for its pro- 
duction. But the mo^t consoling feature of the 
struggle is that while tire giants are tugging away 
at each other's throats the consumers are pretty cer- 
tain to derive some profit from it.

Editor Journal — It is quite evident 


that there ore a number of people liv- 
ing within Washoe county, that are an- 
tagonistic to game and flsh legislation 
and it is an open fact that for many 
years past our flsh anfl game laws have 
been winked at, and were simply "dead 
letters." Not until the last year part 
has there been a. stop put to openly 
violating our flsh and game laws, and 
they have been rigidly enforced of late. 
The last session of our Legislature 
prepared a codification of all the fish 
and gamp laws that were scattered 
through our Statute books. Now they 
are considered unpopular, for no other 
leason than that they are meeting the 
purpose for which they wene created 
The law in regard to which there lias 
been a great deal of contention makes 
it Illegal for any one to buy or sell 
game at any season of the year. 


The observance of this regulation 


seemed to work great hardship on mar- 
ket men, and it was decided 10 make 
a determined attempt to have the stat- 
ute declared- unconstitutional, but the 
constitutionality was established by a 
decision of the Supreme Court a few 
days ago upholding the Act in question. 


From this late decision we now hold 


that there Is no more room for con- 
tention as to the right of a State to 
enact stringent protective laws, for the 
people of a State, in their sovereign 
capacity, own the flsh and the game 
within its 
borders, and may say _ 


through its Legislature how, when and enced caterers, 
where the game and the flsh may be 
taken ftnd disposed of. If a law is su- 
perfluous, and 
public sentiment 
is 


against It, let It be repealed, but while 
it remains on our Statute books it is 
the duty of the public officials to see 
that it is enforced. It is hold by a few 
unprogresslve people that it Is an in- 
justice to resrtict the shipping of flsh 
out of the State—that it shuts off a 
source of revenue and works a hard- 
ship on a few fishermen who came here 
to deplete our streams. We want leg- 
islation; that which confers the great- | 
cat benefit upon oui State, and that 
which will maintain a lasting supply 
of both flsh and galmo. 


This season there 
came to Verdi 


eighty visiting sportsmen, leaving in 
our little town more than two thousand 
dollars. There also came one man who 
Is scietlflc and practical in his knowl- 
edge of fishing, who left with us (dur- 
ing the six months of open season) 
what It cost hito for a mere living. 
Tin- eighty visting sportsmen took from 
our stream less than 500 pounds of 
trout, while one man engaged in the 
vocation of fishing relieved our stream 
of more than three thousand pounds. 
The above figures have been correctly 
gathered and tabulated.
